apartments are of seven rooms each, two 
rooms being semi-basement, to be equipped 
for a doctor at the north wing, and a dentist, 
or other professional man on the south. 
The physician’s apartment has already been 
leased and the two rooms for his use will be 
equipped for permanent occupancy of a 
physician, the arrangement being planned by 
a doctor of the Boston City Hospital. The 
upper floor on either wing will contain five 
rooms, and one of these has also been leased. 

There will be twelve four-room apart- 
ments, four in the center of the North and 
South wings and four in the center of the 
back, or East wing. In each of the back 
corners are two apartments of three rooms 
each, two-up and two down. Piazzas are |. 
available for certain apartments, as shown in 
the illustration. 

There are ten entrances in all, and each 
apartment shares a rear entrance. Each 
kitchen will be equipped by the owners, not 
only with refrigerating arrangements, but 
gas stoves vented into chimnets, drop 
table, ~ built”‘in ironing-board and white 
enamelled sink trays. In the basement will 
be individual laundry trays. 

At each entrance hall door will be telephone 
arrangement and letter box conforming to the 
most recent standards and in accordance with 
the Government’s suggestions for modern 
handling of household mail. All floors will be 
of oak and in certain apartments there will 
be fire-places of specially selected tapestry 
brick. As a rule the apartments are larger 
than those now being built in most Boston 
apartment houses, no room, except bath- 
rooms, being less than 14x13. ere are 
also built in book-cases and closets in every 
chamber.

The. Armistice Day Ideal 
Anhouncements for the observance 
of Armistice Day on Sunday, November 
11, remind us that five years have gone 
by since the cessation of hostilities — 
five years fraught with disillusionment 
and too often with regret.

attaining them. In this aim we are 
surely united, as, we were in 1917.

County Agent Tomlinson, who has been 
working in close cooperation with many 
of the leading-poultrymen-in—Essex County, 
has been so impressed with the growth of 
this industry in the county that he is giving 
every assistance possible in promoting an 
association which will be primarily for the 
benefit and interest of the commercial 
poultrymen. ;

Stubborn Fire in Lumber Burns All Day. 
. Firemen Hampered by Low 
Water Pressure. 


The storehouse of the Shawsheen Brush 
factory and Shawsheen Wood-working de- 
partment’was badly burned last Saturday 
morning. The fire was discovered about 
6 o'clock by Alfred Brunette, a watchman at 
the plant. The Andover. department on 
arriving at the scene summoned help from 
Lawrence, and the Shawsheen mill firemen 
assisted in fighting the blaze. The firemen 
were greatly hampered by the low water 
pressure, the motor pumps of both the An- 
dover and Lawrence departments being able 
to operate only on about one-third of their 
capacity. 

At 10.30 the motor pumps shut down and 
the high pressure pumps in the Shawsheen 
Power House were put into operation. The 
increased pressure was remarkable and in- 
side of 15 minutes the blaze was surrounded 
on All sides by powerful streams. 

For a time the flames threatened to spread 
from the storehouse. to adjacent factory 
buildings and houses but the fine work of.the 
firemen confined the blaze to the storehouse 
where it originated and by 8.30 all danger of 
the flames spreading to other buildings had 
passed., However, the fire burned all day 
Saturday, and it was necessary to keep fire- 
men on the job all during the night. 

The blaze originated in the lower part of 
the storehouse near the end of the building 
and burned upward toward the roof. The 
storehouse was a wooden frame building and 
the flames burned through the walls and roof, 
exposing the contents of the building. 

he Lawrence fire department apparatus 
assisting in fighting the fire returned to the 
city shortly after 10.30 p.m. It was the be- 
lief of the Andover fire chief that the fire was 
sufficiently under control at that time to 
warrant their leaving. 

The lumber was pulled down and spread 
out and the hose played onto it. Firemen 
were kept on the scene until Sunday noon.

Andover’s Newcomers — An Obligation 


It will be recalled that a little time ago the 
school children of Andover, submitted com- 
positions on the subject: What Does An- 
dover Most-Need? Ten per cent of the 
writers felt Andover’s supreme need to be a 
gymnasium, eight per cent a new town hall, 
five per cent a war memorial. Others felt the 
need of a public library, a new post office, 
better sidewalks, another playstead and a 
swimming pool. The first prize was given to 
the one who plead for a civic center. The 
second prize was awarded to the advocate for 
-better-roads. . It is significant that no prize 
was given to the one advocating a public 
spirit. To what extent these youths echoed 
the inner thought and ambition of their 
parents or what proportion of civic pride and 
personal wishes determined their advocacy is 
somewhat problematical. So far as they 
embody public sentiment they disclose a 
type of mind, an outlook upon life, and an 
emphasis upon values that should occasion 
concern by every thoughtful citizen. 
Itemized, the needs of Andover that bulk 
largest in the minds of her youth are ten in 
number. Here they are:— : 
Gymnasium; a new town hall; soldiers’ 
monument; a new public library; a new post- 
office; a new playstead; better sidewalks; 
enlarged park; civic center; public spirit. 
The startling and almost tragic fact is the 
conviction disclosed through them all that 
out town’s highest well-being is best pro- 
moted through brick and mortar, stones and 
masonry. They seem obsessed with the be- 
lief that material values are the only value. 
With one notable exception each of these 
compositions shows not one scintilla of sug- 
gestion of character value. The mental 
furnishing of these children reveal no rec- 
ognition of those qualities which lie at the 
base of our town and that have determined 
her enviable history. To realize the material 
ambition of our children would cost 
$3,000,000, but the cost idea never once 
enters their dear brains and why should it? 
They breathe the very air of extravagance. 
The old homely virtues of work, thrift, 
financial independence, self denial, patience 
and persistency of effort—these are no longer 


urged upon our youth. ‘‘The fathers have } 


eaten sour grapes and the children’s teeth 
are set on edge.” A crying need most 
certainly does exist in Andover, but that 
need is not new public buildings. We read 
that the Emperor Nero felt the supreme need 
to be the finest house in all the world and he 
built it for himself. Solid ivory. covered its 
roof, precious stones blazoned its walls, 
solid silver made up its furniture and solid 
gold its banquet table. Nero ransacked the 
world for masterpieces of art for its inner 
walls. While, on horses harnessed with gold 
and shod with silver he rode about its parks, 
meadows, lakes and woods. A_ thousand 
servants-rushed.at his bidding. He squan- 
dered an empire to build a ‘‘golden house” 
that now lies in telltale ruins near the 
Colosseum at Rome. Meanwhile, down in 
the dungeon of that palace, lay a prisoner by 
the name of Paul, chained to one of Nero’s 
soldiers. A totally different conception of 
life’s need was nurtured in his soul. Through 
the deep. caves of his thought he heard a 
voice bidding him to build more “stately 
mansions”’ in his soul. The golden house of 
Nero has long since crumbled into tragic 
ruins while the house his prisoner builded 
grows more and more resplendent with the 
‘on-rolling years. 

The point in all this is to suggest a con- 
trast between the inner and the outer life. 
Andover has both an inner and an outer life, 
a soul life and a body life. Not the body of 
Andover—her fine buildings, her parks, her 
macadam streets, her sewer and water 
systems—not these have given her first 
rank among our New England towns, but 
rather the superb men and women who have 
made up her corporate soul. 

The ambition of old Andover is nowhere 
more articulate than in the following lines by 
J. G. Holland: 


God give us men, a time like this demands 

Great hearts, strong minds, true faith and’willing 
hands. 

Men whom the lust of office do ‘not kill 

Men whom the spoils of office cannot buy:

war and our recent World war found An. 
dover on the firing line. 


Yea many a tie, through irritation sweet 

Strove to detain their fatal feet 

And yet the enduring heart they. chose, 

Whose choice decides a man life's slave or king 

The outstanding and abiding qualities of 
Andover are genuine patriotism and 
intelligence. It is recorded that a powder 
mill and a paper mill were her two earliest 
industries. 

Andover! What noble men have walked 
her streets. What noble lives are builded 
into her institutions. 
what teachers of youth, what authors, what 

triots, what sweet Christian characters! 
These constitute the soul of Andover and 
lend her renown. This soul life we inherit, 
hence we are debtors. The only way to pay 
a debt to the past is to pass it on to the 
future. 

Have you had a kindness shown 
Pass it on. 

‘Twas not given for you alone, 
Pass it on. ‘ 

Let it travel down the years 

Let it wipe another's tears 

Till in heaven the deed appears. 
Pass it on. 

A superb opportunity is at our very door 
to “pass it on.” Andover is face to ‘face 
with an event that marks an epoch in her 
history. She is soon to receive into’ her 
family hundreds of new poeple, the largest 
proportionate accession at any one time of 
any New England town. These people are 
not aliens forced from foreign homes by dire 
need or dreams of fairyland, ignorant of our 
laws and untouched by our ideals. They are 
our own fellow citizens, living in our state, 
rooted in our soil, with home surroundings 
and culture and ideals like unto our own, 
Changes incident to industrial life dislodges 
them from their familiar home life, their 
neighbors and friends, and social environ- 
ments. Henceforth they are to make An- 
dover their home. They will find here no 
better houses, nor roads, nor water supply, 
nor lighted thoroughfares than they pose 
been accustomed to at home. But one thi 
hey will find, which many of us have fo; 
in our experience and that is:—that they are 
strangers in a strange town. Old home ties 
are being severed and new ones not formed; 
accustomed channels of social activity closed 
and no new ones opened; familiar friends are 
far away. What wonder if Andover is less 
attractive to them than their-own home 
town. Just here lies Andover’s supreme op- 
portunity to pass along her soul.
